Those holding stock 
are to be allowed the flrst privlege of sell- 
ing to the factory the truck wanted, which 
will include corn, tomatoes, peas, beans, 
asparagus, pumpkins, etc. As an incen- 
tive to go into this liuainess the advantage 
was shown of taking a small amount of 
one's land, to fertilize it thoroughly, and 
to grow truck thereon, thereby concentra- 
ting the cultivation — the rest of the farm 
to be turned into pasture and grass fields 
for the stock which consumes the by-pro- 
duct of the truck fields not wanted by the 
factory. 
In this manner the land will be- 


come richer, instead of poorer under the 
present order of crop rotation. 
Our farms 


are particularly adapted for truck crow- 
ing; in fact they will grow well the present 
crops, but what we have always wanted is 
a home market for the produce. 
There 


are land holders who are anixous to grant 
free a site for the factory, and our Council 
will undoubtedly evempt it from taxation. 
Subscriptions for stock are coming in 
steadily.

Jtpineie Fishermen. 


The Japanese are great fish eaters, a 


very large snare of their constant diet be- 
ing dried fish. Recently 
the Russian 


Government shut down on the Japanese 
fishermen on the coast of Siberia, appar- 
ently in retaliation for the expressed anti- 
pathy of the Japanese to everything Rus- 
sian. The Japs had at once to secure fish 
from elsewhere, and we among others con- 
sider it our opportunity to^ develop that 
branch of our business. Large dry Baker- 
ies were established on the coast of Alas- 
ka, where we put, up the cheapest fish at 
ridiculous figures. 


The sales were at first satisfactory and 


then the Japs took it up. This season 
neither we nor any other concern is sell- 
ing a pound of the goods over there. Tax 
Japs themselves have swarmed into Brit 
ish Columbia, and unless they can be die 
lodged neither Canada nor America wil: 
get one cent out of all the millions o: 
"chum" salmon bred in our waters? an< 
now beinsr fed as a dally diet to the Japa 
nese in Japan. These Japs put up tern 
porary and cheap quarters during the sum- 
mer and fill them with Japanese fishermen 
and mechanics. Japs catch the fish, for 
which they pay nothing. Japs salt them 
down. 


Japs make boxes of Jap-sawn lumber 


and nail them togethecr with Japanese 
nails 
Japs' load the boxes on to Japan- 


ese steamers and the banking exchange is 
done^ through Japanese 
banks solely. 


When the season is over the Japs disap- 
pear, not leaving one cent for all the flsh 
they have taken away, for even their food 
supplies are-Japanese, too, just as are 
their nets and their clothing. Thus in 
two years a promising industry is nipped 
completely, and of an offering of 200 tons 
Ijhis season we have, not been able to sell a 
aingle salmon. 
If we were to allow them 


to come over here and do the same with 
wheat and flour, growing the grain on 
Government lands, as they are catching 
their flsh in Qovernment"Vatera, the flour 
business, too, would soon be nipped off in 
the same way. 


As Oanadsr* gets no more than America 


now out of the business of the upper conn- 
tries it should unite in the suppression of 
foreign exploitation of their fisheries, just 
as America has already done. The Japs 
should not be allowed to carry en their bus-' 
ineis in Alaakan waters, and Canada has 
no interest in fostering a trade to value- 
Ian to herself.

Washington correspondent, under date of 
August 31, states as follows concerning 
the receiver's report of the collapsed 
Uoyleatown National Bnnk: 


The receiver of the Doylestown National 


Bank has made a report to the Controller 
of tho Currency, which is said to show as- 
bcU and liabilities of thu bank at the date 
uf suspension. 
A-cicuidinj; to thin ifpuit 


there is a deficiency of $115,231.85, exclu- 
bive of the capital slock, which was $105,- 
000. 


The Acting Controller states that while 


the amount of the deficiency shown by tho 
report of the recoh or may be reduced 
t-omov, hat by collections from assets that 
are now considered doubtful or worthless, 
any plan looking to the reoragnization 
and resumption of business uf the bank 
will requiris tho payment of about $220.- 
000 in cash to provide the bank with an 
unimpaired capital of $105,000 and co\er 
the deficiency in assets.

fice will-be in Doylestown in the course

The Controller 
is desirous of perfecting a satisfactory ar- 
rangement for their payment, and one 
which will be acknowledged by the ac- 
ting officers a. the Treasury. Small sav- 
ings banks were placed at the homes of 
the children in which their money was de- 
posited, the bank holding the kev of the 
depository, and when broupht to the bank 
the contents of the box were taken out, 
counted and placed to the credit of the 
juvenile depositor.

There have been a good many exhibi- 


tions of race friction of late, and these 
will doubtless occur frum tme to time ID 
the future. 
Human nature will have to 


jmprove a good deal beforo they are total- 
ly done away with. 
But race conditions 


ill the South are growing better rather 
than worse, and those who deny this state- 
ment are not able to see things in their 
true perspective. While a large propor- 
tion lo the negroes in the United States 
sre doubtless 
descended 
from people 


brought from Africa as slaves prior to the 
legal abolition of the slave trade, early in 
the nineteenth century, it is true, never- 
theless, that the slave trade nourished on 
a large scale up to the very eve of the 
Oivil War, and that we have thousands, 
possibly millions, of blasjk people here 
whose grandparents, or atleast their great 
grandparents, were born as savages in the 
wilds of Africa. 
Slavery in the United 


States had its hard side from these people 
considered as a race, but it also had its 
great advantages as a diBciplinaryuperiod. 
It made possible for them a life of free- 
dom under civilized conditions. The fut- 
ure historian will see clearly that while 
African slavery in the Dnted States was 
gravely detrimental to the welfare of the 
white race, ib' was, upon the whole, very 
advantageous to the negroes. They have 
been making progress since their emanci- 
pation of which they have reason to be 
proud, and the outlook for them is an ex- 
ceedingly bright and hopeful one. 
When 


all history-making factors of the situation 
are taken into account, they are to be 
congratulated on a present posi'.ldn and a 
future prospect -almost nnequaled, in the 
history of any people, ancient or modern. 
For, the condition of the negroes in the 
South is to be judged by what it was acd 
what it might have been; and oompari- 
sions are to be made with the" conditions 
and progress of negro peoples elsnehere.—

Martin, Director of Philadelphia's De- 
partment of Health and Charity.

• Be made this statement apropos to a 
new branch of work that the department 
is about to undertake. 
They will prepare 


a directory of all milk-dealers who serve 
milk at houses where typhoid fever or cas- 
es of children's summer diseases are 
known to exist. 


Dr. Martin said: "We propose to keep 


a strict record of .all typhoid CBMB especi- 
ally, and of infantile complaints where 
possible. 
As soon as cases are reported 


to the Bureau of Health we will send an 
inspector to the house where the sickness 
odours and get the name and address of 
their milkman. 
A visit will then be mfde 


to the milkman's establishment, and If be 
is only a dealer we will bant up the parties 
from whom he get* bis supply. The feed- 
ing of the cows and their water supply es- 
pecially should be examined. 


"I believe a knowledge of the fact that 


we intend to watch these milk-men will 
exercise a beneficial effect upon them and 
make them more careful in keeping their 
cows clean and guarding the water supply 
of their cows."

DEATH OF f. T. BELL. 


. 
Frank F. Boll died nt MB litnne on 


cllffe street on Monday afternoon, at ten 
minutes attor two o'clock, af UT an ilfnesa 
of seventeen months. 
In March, W02, 


while spending the winter with bis family 
iu Philadelphia at the Hotel Normandie, 
he wag Ktrickcn with paralysis while at the 
Union League. After several weeks he 
was brought to his home in Bristol where 
under the care of Dr. Cluirlos lie Milln und 
Dr. J. W. McDonnell, the Philadelphia 
nerve specialists, the patient gained in 
strength and became able to sit up and 
read, write and converse with his friends. 
It seemed a special delight tp him to have 
his friends call and puns the time in con- 
veratiun. He retained a deep interest in 
the affaire that occupied hm attention dur- 
ing the time when he wan in good hoaltti 
and seemed to forget bis ufllietion when 
discussing topics of the day. 


Mr. Bell was a charming companion, 


of an unusually genial disposition and had 
the happy faculty of making and retain- 
ing-friendships. 
He took an active inter- 


est in the political affairs of the county 
and State and was closely identified with 
the political fortunes *ol the Republican 
faction dominated by David Martin of 
Philadelphia, und the late Christopher 
Magee, of Pittsbui'g. 
He was the leader 


of the movement in Bucks county which 
several years ago had for its object the 
nomination of Hurry J. Shoemaker for 
Congress in opposition to Irving P. Wang- 
er nod that memorable contest in Bristol 
will live for many years as the greatest 
political fight in the history of the bor- 
ough. 
Mr. Bell upon that occasion went 


down in defeat, but he bore no malice and 
when the contest was over quickly made 
peace with his erstwhile opponents. 


Mr. Bell was a man of refined tastes'and 


intensely fond of his home. It was his de- 
light to entertain his friends nnd his death 
has caused a deep feeling of sorrow in the 
borough. 
>, 


About six weeks ago Mr. Bell's condi- 


tion began to grow worse and The patient 
steadily weakened until death finally came 
from exhaustion on Monday. He was con- 
scious up to the last and welcomed the 
prospect of death which would release his 
suffering. 
His two boys were absent in 


Maine at the time of his death and did 
not reach home until yesterday. 


I renco, with James McMones as hie spon- 
I sor.and Frank F. Bell, with David Martin, 


i«io> rjamiHon Distton and a few young men 


championing his cause. Bell cut a small 
figure In the early part of the 6ght, Stew- 
art and Lawrence, locking horns for half a 
day. 
Finally it was demonstrated to 


James McMtines that unless he dropped 
Lawrence and swing his forces to»Bell that 
Mayor Smith would force Stewart's nomi- 
nation. 
Then Bell was named. 
In those 


days the Oil} Treasurer was allowed foe* 
by the Stato for collecting the mercantile 
taxes. 
The fees averaged about $22,000 


per year. 
So that when young Bell step- 


ped out of tha City Treasurer's office fie 
had gathered up nearly $70.000 in foes and 
$30,000 in pulary. 
Ho had made careful 


investment of his monoy, and when the 
Girard Colege boy (|uit politics uftor six 
years' work he could count up $150,000 to 
bis credit 
Bell married, moved to Bristol 


and settled down to enjoy life. 


Mr. Boll was married in January, 1888, 


to Miss Helen G. Edwards, of Philadel- 
phia, and after his retirement from the 
Oity Treamirorship, moved to Bristol and 
purchased the residence of the late John 
Hope, on Radcliffe street, which was ex- 
tensively remodeled and an addition built 
thereto by Mr. Bell, making it one of the 
handsomest residences on the river bunk. 
Mr. Bell's family consisted, besides hie 
wife, of three children, Frank P., Jr., 
Helen P.. and Dudley K. Bell.

C. Wesley Thomas, Frank G. Edwards, 
Dr. Joseph deB. Abbott, Leopold Laud- 
reth, Edward Malpass, George A. Shoe- 
maker, and George Shed wick. 


A SUCCESSFUL CAREER. 


Frank Frederick Bell was boro in Phil- 


adephia May 26, 1855. 
His education was 


obtained at Girard College, where he grad- 
uated with high honors. 
He took up the 


study of architecture in the office of Prof. 
T. W. Richards, of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, but relinquished his architectur- 
al studies to accept a position with the 
firm ot W. 0. Allison & Co.. car manufac- 
turers. He resigned this position to ac- 
cept one in the department of Receiver of 
Taxes of the city of Philadelphia, and was 
advanced to the City Treasurer's depart- 
ment 
In 1885 he was nominated for the 


office of Oity Treasurer by the Republican 
party of Philadelphia, and was elected by 
a popular majority of 21,106 votes. 


He was the youngest man upon whom 


this responsible office had ever fallen, and 
was the first Oity Treasurer under the new 
city charter. Mr. Bell retired at the expi- 
ration of his term in 1889, having account- 
ed for and disbursed over twenty millions 
of dollars annually. His administration 
was so efficient, and his personal populari- 
ty was so great, that he would have been 
renomimtod, and undoubtedly re-elected, 
if the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania had 


not prevented two **ensecutive terms as 
Treasurer of the city of Philadelphia. 


After leaving his official position Mr, 


Bell established the banking firm of FranK 
F. Bell & On., South Fenn Square, Phila- 
delphia. 
He was a director in the West 


Philadelphia Title and Trust Company, 
the Holmesburg, Tacony and Fraukford 
Electric Railway Company of PhiladeU 
phis, the Bristol Electric Light and Pow- 
er Company, the Bristol Water Company, 
the Oape Ma; Navigation Company, and 
other corporations. -, He was a member of 
the Onion League, Philadelphia; of the 
Bucks County Country Club and of the 
Bucks County Historical Society, and trus- 
tee of tne Hospital for the Insane at Nor- 
ristown. 


He was also a member ot the New York 


and Philadelphia Stock Exchanges. 


Mr. Bell's political career in Philadel- 


phia was one qf rapid advancement. Quiet 
in demeanor, keen in intellect and with 
tne faculty of making friends he left Gir- 
ard College to battle with the world. 
In 


a small way he got into politics and made 
the friendship of A. S. L. Shields, the not- 
ed lawyer. 
When 
William B. Irvine 


dropped into the Oity Treasurer e office he 
placed Frank Bell at the State Appraiser's 
desk to collect the mercantile taxes sod 
deal with the State Treasurer and Auditor 
General. This very responsible position 
paid the munificent sum of $1500 per 
year. 
But that was good pay for young 


Bell, who up to that time had not reached 
snob high figures. 
At the end of three 


years, about 17 years ago, there was a 
fierce •fight for Oity Treasurer. 
In the 


field was General James Stewart, Jr., 
backed by Mayor Smith; Oharles Law-

FREDERICK BOOZ. 


Frederick Booz, son of the lute Edward 


N. Booz, died last Thursday at his home 
at Rocky Hill, N. J., of consumption. 


The deceased was formerly a resident of 


Bristol and was engaged in the passenger 
service of the j?eniiijylvauia Railroad Com- 
pany. A widow and three children survive 
him. 
The remains were brought to Bris- 


tol and interred at the Bristol cemetery 
on Monday. 


National League Basket Bill Meeting. 


In all probability Bristol 'will again be 


represented In the National League Basket 
ball circuit this season. 
At a meeting of 


the magnates, held at Atlantic City on 
Sunday, John F. Smith made apulication 
and was conditionally awarded the old 
players, whom he sold to Burlington, with 
the exception of Bennett, who was granted 
to 
Conshohockeu. The circuit agreed 


upon will consist of Bristol, Burlington, 
Oamden, Oonshohoeken, ,New York and 
Trenton. 


R. H. Dippy, whp was awarded the Bur- 


ilngton franchise at the spring meeting, 
reconsidered his option and decided that 
he did not want the franchise. 
His rea- 


sons were that he was unable to secure any 
of the old players and the franchise was 
valueless to him. as he could not build up 
a new team of equal strength with the 
other league teams. Oharles Reeber, who 
was disfranchised at the spring meeting 
for failing to live up to the league's rules, 
was present and was willing to^bntinue in 
Burlington and meet all obligations of the 
league, but when he was assured that 
none of last year's team wo'jld play in 
Burlington this year he decided also that 
the franchise would be valueless to him. 


Frank Morgeuweck, who managed the. 


Wilmington team last season, asked per- 
mission to 'transfer his team to Burling- 
ton, stating that he was unable to secure 
a suitable playing hall in Wilmington for 
the coming season. The request was 
granted. 


The resignation of the Oonshohocken 


team was then taken up. Manager Neville 
was present and stated that under last 
year's condiions the expenses were too 
great and he was unable to continue. The 
league then granted several concessions, 
including the awarding of Bennett, of 
last year's Burlington team, to him, and 
he decided to remain in the league. An 
application for a franchise from "Phe- 
nom°' Smith for Bristol was read. 
The 


application 
was not accompanied with a 


guarantee and the secretary was empow- 
ered to visit Mr. Smith in Manchester, 
where he manages a baseball team, to se- 
cure the same. Mr. Smith was unable to 
attend the meeting owing to hia team 
fighting it out with Lowell in the New 
England League for first place. 


After the circuit was completed Mana- 


ger Bonham, of Trenton, asked to recon- 
sider one of the new rules adopted at the 
spring meeting. The rule referred to was 
the one abolishing tbe free throw for foul. 
After a little discussion the new rule was 
amended and last year's rule adopted. 
This means that a free throw will be given 
for every foul called. An addition was 
made, which is as follows: 
When the 


whistle is blown for a foul time Is taken 
out until the ball has either entered or 
missed the basket. 


The championship season will open Sat- 


urday, Octnbei 21, and close Saturday, 
April 4.

call of tbe chair.
